Valuable Personal Service 

"We cannot speak too highly of 
the valuable personal service rend- 
ered hv Officers and members of the 
Salvation Armv," t)r. Abbott said. 
"This is not only true of Toronto. 
but also of many other Canadian 
cities as well as England and Scot- 
land and other countries c«n far- 
ther away. Their organization ex- 
tends around the world as perhaps 
no other organization in existence 
to-day, and thev have been able to 
bring to a satisfactory settlement 
many perplexing problems that 
might otherwise have gone from 
bad to worse instead of from bad 
to better." 

The Citizens' Repatriation League 
set out to help returned soldiers get.

These' 
are pot always financial in character, 
and it lias been the tot of lite League 
to have thrust upon it family affairs 
which could only be handled after 
very, very careful thought; and the 
wUestlof judgment.

A 
soldier who, previous to enlisting,' 
had a very bad police record, went 
to the front, leaving behind a wife 
and child, There was a boarder in 
the house whisn he went away. Tbe 
soldier's wife insisted upon the 
boarder leaving as soon as'hcr hus- 
band left; and he did go. 4

Confidence in a future life Seems 
innate in the human breast, the in- 
stinct of immortality is imperish- 
ablc.

A diet kitchen fQr the in-patients, 
a hew dumb waiter service, and a 
now room lined with linen closets 
have been provided Jor and among 
the Important improvcmcnts_ plan- 
ned are new labour and sterilizing 
rooms on the ground floor. 

The sun parlors all face the south, 
giving the maximum of sunshine, 
and the children's ward also faces 
the south. Up-to-dare fire escapes 
will be installed. 

It has been suggested that the 
premises should be extended 10 
Orange street, and it is not improb- 
able that such a plan will be pur- 
sued in* the near future. 

It is also proposed that the build- 
ing which was formerly the Evange- 
line Maternity Hospital, and which 
was more recently used as a military 
hospital, situated on St. James street, 
shall be transformed into an up-to- 
date men's Metropole where work- 
ing men may secure good rooms, 
clean, comfortable beds and ample, 
healthful meals at a most modest 
price. This Metropole will be a di- 
jridiiJg line between the Salvation 
Army Military and Naval Hostel, 
formerly the Prince William Hotel, 
and tbc cheaper JfetrOpOle Or Shel- ^ 
ter, situated on Britain street.

. Sunday, May 25— Attended ser- 
vice at the Scottish Presbyterian 
church. The sermon on "Giving 
and Receiving," was very good. The 
Minister pointing out that receiving 
without giving— has the effect of 
choking, and so the soul dies. Sal- 
vationists beware. On going to our 
billet for dinner we met Colonel 
Govaars from Serbia, He told us 
that one-third of the population of 
that unfortunate country -had been 
Jutted or died of starvation through 
tbc war — that at present a Suit of 
clothes cost from fifty to seventy- 
.fivc pounds, that a yard 01 material 

. which can he bought in England 
for Sixpence, costs seventeen and 
sixpence — that be is trying to se- 
vere Seventy-five thousand pounds 
worth of clothing which can be sold 

- to jhein at reasonable prices, and 
that the Government officials arc 
pleading for the commencement 0$ 
Salvation'Army operations in their 
country. Not y however, for the sake 
of material aid, sad as their plight 
is; but for spiritual help. 

We attended the meeting at the 
No, 1 Corps this afternoon, Mrs. 
.Colonel Peyron led. Colonel Go- 



vaars gave an address in French, 
and many Comrades testified. This 
evening we attended the meeting ax 
another of the City Corps, whieh 
was conducted by Commissioner 
Kitchlng- 'from London. 

May 26-^We visited the, Notre 
Pame Cathedral, also the church 
that was wrecked on Good Friday 
by a shell from "Big Bertha," 75 
miles away. Visited the beautiful 
gardens known as the "Butte," and 
the slum disinct not much more 
than a stone's throw from the 
gardens, where ignorance, filth, and 
immorality abound. What a strug- 
gle the little Corps standing right 
in the midst of these awful sur- 
roundings, and trying to stem the 
-current must be having, and yet 
they persevere. 

May 27— My birthday. Captain 
Henry of the No, 1 Corps took us 
up to some more places of interest, 
after which we went to Staff-Cap- 
tain Langford's for tea. -The Stan- 
Captain volunteered for the work 
in France in its early days and has 
borne the burden and heat of tbe 
day. We saw where another shell 
from "Big Bertha" fell. 

May 28— Visited Versailles, where 
stands the palace o£ Louis XVI. 
and some other of the French 
Kings, Had a look through this, 
and also through the palace gardens, 
which are still very beautiful. While 
these tbings are witnesses. of the 



treatness and grandeur of Kings 
and Kingdoms, they are at the same 
time, at any rate to nie, most elo- 
quent reminders that "Crowns and 
t.irones perish, Kingdoms rise and 
v-ane," The very marble and bronze 
of which their statutes are_rnade, 
after a few years begin to show 
signs of decay. This is the place 
where the German peace delegates 
are sitting, and WC saw two oftHem 
as they walked in the garden in the 
shade of the trees. 

_May 29— To-day being "Ascen- 
sion," the business places were clos- 
ed, drinking places, however, ex- 
cepted. As we had some lime at our 
disposal before we could get away 
we looked into a Cathedral. A large 
number of people were present. and 
a sacrament whs being administered. 
\Vt pnUcd out of the Gare du 
Kord at 1 p.m.- The (rain 'was very 
full of people, the Third" Class being 
crowded with men, women and chil- 
dren who apparently were return- 
ing from. then* places of refuge in 
the south to their homes, in the 
north, What^ scenes willmtet their 
gaze on their 'arrival. - ' 

We arrived at Lille shortly after 
five o'clock and were again made 
welcome at the Hostel,. and. just as 
if by prearrangement, niet Commis- 
sioner Richards from Canada East, 
who with Commissioner Mapp and 
Captain Wycliffe Booth arrived a 
few minutes later.

,\ii Order-in-Council has then- 
fore 'been passed to the effect' that 
no person shall bcappointed to a 
clerical or lower grade position in 
tlju Civil Service Or be admitted to 
any general competitive examina- 
tion qnaFilyins' to Such positions un^ 
less he has attained the full age of 
eighteen years and is nnt Over thirty- 
five ycirs on the first day of the ex-

BUY YOUR COAL NOW 

A survey of the coal situation by 
(Ite Commission of Conservation 
proves that a coal shortage next 
winter, and possibly next autumn, is 
almost a certainty. 

During the week ended May 24th, 
the output of anthracite was Only 
1.679,000 tons. This production is 
6SfldO ions less than the week pre- 
ceding, and is 326,000 tons less than 
the co rres ponding week in ]918. 
While the production is falling off, 
retail dealers in the United Stales 
continue to he deluged with orders. 

The shortage is due to a number 
of causes, not the least of which is 
tlic migration of tens of thousands 
of Jiiffo-Sluva, C::ccho-S!flvs, Hun- 
Knruiis, Poles ant; other Europeans 
who are returning to Europe. 

in addition, rF there is such a ser- 
ious shortage, we may confidently 
I'viicci much higher prices for an- 
ihraciiK. Therefore, the Commis- 
sion of Conservation advises con- 
sumers to purchase their winter sup- 
ply of hard coal at- once.

They 
iire beinu encouraged to take up 
fanning l>y grants from the com- 
mon lands of the bands to which 
they helong.

FOR the calendar year 1917 the 
total traffic through the Can- 
adian canals amounted to 22,238,935 
tons, as compared with 23,583.491 
tans in 1916, according to the Can- 
ada Year Book.

Constant Employment 

Few people, I think, realize the 
significance of the "Canadian Gov- 
ernment Merchant Marine in con- 
nection with these aspects of the 
country's immediate future. Can- 
adian workmen in shipyards, Hali- 
fax to Vancouver, are finding con- 
stant and lucrative employment on 
the construction of the forty-five 
vessels making up the fleet, and 
tradesmen and manufacturers af- 
fected are being kept busy over a 
trying period of readjustment. 

The ships of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment Mercantile Marine are be- 
ing built in three types — one, two 
and three deckers — and in seven 
sizes. There are two vessels of 2,600 
tons each: four of 3/HM; five of 
3.750 ; eight of 4,300; eight of 5,100; 
tiixieuu of 8,100 and two of 10,500. 

Their cost has been calculated to

be more than 52 million dollars. SI < 
vessels have already heen delivered, 
thirty more arc scheduled for deliv- 
ery during the year, and those, re- 
maining arc to be completed before 
the close of 1920, The total dead 
weight tonnage is about 265,000 
tons, so that the addition to Can- 
ada's stains as a mercantile nation, 
will he considerable. 

The prefix "Canadian" which will 
be used with all names given to 
these vessMs wjl| stamp them as hail- 
ing from vhe Dominion no matter 
in which of the ports of the world 
the carriers may he in furthering the 
interests of genera! Canadian trade. 

Already ihc ship* nf Canada's 
mercantile marine have commenced 
ilu ; ir work. A service has been 
established between Canada and 
various ports in the West Indies, 
and thore is now a direct service be- 
tween Canada and South America. 
Several vcsseli have already loaded 
at Montreal and Halifax carrying 
general merchandise to ports in (he 
West Indies, returning with sucar 
from those of |hv Empire's domains 
in Die tropics. 

One of the Wisest vessels has al- 
ready established n direct service 
between Canada and (he Argentine 
Republic. It was loidcd in Canada 
with general merchandise, including 
cement, agricultural implements and 
steel goods and cleared for Buenos 
Ayres. 

These services to open up desir* 
able trade routes fnr the benefit of 
Canadian trade generally will as- 
suredly he maintained as long as ' 
there i& n pu5*ibili(Y uf lunu.^c ui 
nil. But probably tbe most signifi- 
cant services the ships of Canada's 
Own mercantile marine will t^ per- '; 
forming during the next few years, .\ 
at any rate, will' be the earrjr^g oi.: ; 
foodstuffs to (he United Ki'gtiomf 
and Other countries in Euro[ ■. In. 
(his connection it may he said that:-: 
full cargoes have already beon ;.euk- : 
' cd for Liverpool and the c'..incea ' 
are that these ships of the Can- 
adian Government Merchant Mar- 
ine, operating in connection wiih the 
trains of Canadian National Rail- 
ways, should prove to be of most 
material assistance to the producers 
all over Canada.

ducts to the countries which will be 
the biggest buyers during the next 
few years.
